Paving of East Laurel avenue, recently completed by 
Contractor Harvey Steinberger, is a shining example of 
what street improvement will do for a neighborhood. 

So far as attractive, well kept homes go, East Laurel 
had more than the average. But the whole block was 
marred in appearance and the inhabitants and the general 
public inconvenienced by the condition of the street for 
some time past. 

Upon the initiative of some of the residents, proceed¬ 
ings were started for the improvement just completed. The 
transformation is worth a special tour of inspection. The 
impression on one familiar with the prior condition is 
rather astonishing.^ The tranfromation in the street 
changes the appearance of the property, even what was 
well kept before. 

That there has been an immediate and substantial in¬ 
crease in property values cannot be denied. Probably 
double the cost of the improvement could be added to the 
selling price of any piece of property on the street. 

This particular improvement is cited because it is a 
fine example of the effect of public improvement work, 
rhe same results are being accomplished in varying de¬ 
grees on other streets. Now that the campaign is well 
under way, it is to be hoped the contagion will spread to 
other streets which are even more in need of improvement 
before they are left far in the lurch by the progress of 
the rest of the town.

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Plans for Proposed Congregational Church Builaing

Further steps in the maturing of 
plans for a new Congregational 
church building were taken at a 
dinner and conference held last Fri¬ 
day evening at which the building 
finance committee had as guests Dr. 

Lash of Hollywood, Dr. Calderwood 
of Glendale, Mr. Isaacs of Eagle 
Rock anil Mr. Mr. McQueen of Mon¬ 
rovia. All of these, men have re¬ 
cently engaged in erecting new 
churches and related their exped¬ 
iences to the committee, with Dr. VV. 

A. Tate, pastor. 

The church has already approved 
preliminary plans drawn by Archi¬ 
tect Mott M. Marston of Los Angeles 
and which are reproduced here. The 
expected cost of the building, erect¬ 
ed of frame and stucco, is in the 
neighborhood of $45,000. 

The auditorium would seat 300 
persons on the main lloor, with a 
balcony over the foyer seating 150. 

On the lower floor is a banquet and 
entertainment hall 32x00 reel, with 
stage at one end and kitchen at the 
other. 

Abundant provision is made for 
the accommodation of all the var¬ 
ious auxiliary organizations of a 
modern church. One novel feature 
is the provision for showers, made 
especially desirable by the proximity 
to the recreation facilities of the city 
park across the street. 

Provision is made for a well or¬ 
ganized and closely graded church 
school, divided into three or four de¬ 
partments. Separate class rooms in 
abundance are provided to afford the 
best of instruction facilities. 

One of the striking features of Mr. 
Marston’s plan is the tine circulation 
facilities. The arrangement of en¬ 
trances, corridors, stairways, etc., is 
such that groups or crowds can move 
from any part of the building to any 
other part with a minimum of con¬ 
fusion. 

This plan has been adopted as a 
goal toward which to work in mak¬ 
ing wise provision for the future. 

The lot at the corner of Central and 
Hermosa was purchased more than a 
year ago. It has 99 feet frontage on 
Central avenue and 280 feet on Her- 
mosa facing the city park. The par¬ 
sonage was moved from the old lo¬ 
cation to the south end of the lot, 
leaving 220 feet available for church 
use.
